Tne present prince graduated from 
the University of Bonn-on-the-Rhine, 
where the emperor als6 studied. The 
prince interested himself in politics be- 
fore he graduated from college, and in 
1892 attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion by a speech in the Austrian reicas- 
rath, strongly .advocating German na- 
tionalism. Sevéral years later. he was 
elected vice president of the Austrian 
house of lords, and became one of the 
accepted political powers of the coun- 
try. As the head of the constitutiogal- 
ists. or German-Austrian liberals, he 1s 
constantly advocating the claims of the 
Austro-Germans. Perhaps one may 
trace in this circumstance One reason 
for the high regard in waich he {fs held 
by the German emperor.

Big Miils of the Transvaal. 


But let us go to the surface and 
walk througn this mighty gold factory. 
The mines of the Transvaa] have ma- 
chinery equal to the finest used in 
America, and the Simmer and Jack has 
320 stamps, which work away day and 
nignt, crushing the ore for the mercury 
plates and cyanide vats. 

As the rock comes to the surface it is 
in lumps of all sizes from that of my 
fist to a half bushel measure or larger. 
It is of a bluish color, and jit looks 
much like the Itmestone we use for fix- 
ing the turnplikes. There is not a glint 
of gold to be seen anywhere, and when 
crushed the rock looks just like the dust 
on the roads. The rock is first sorted 
by machinery, that the larger pieces 
may be broken before they go into the 
crushers. They are then ground up 
after the same fashion that our grand- 
mothers ground coffee, save that these 
crushing mills will chew to  pteces 
rooks the size of a peck measure, 

When the ore is comparatively fine it 
is dropped down into the stamps and 
pounded by them to dust. These stamps 
are great bars of steel, which are al- 
ways dropping upon the gold-bearing 
rock. There are 320 of them, and as 
they fall they make a noise like that 
of Victoria Falls gr the rushing of 
Niagara. The din is so great that the 
workmen have to stop their ears with 
cotton to keep from losing their hear- 
ing. Indeed, I found myself putting my 
hands to the sides of my head to shut 
out the sound. 

When the rock comes from the stamps 
it is a fine flour of gold ore. It must 
be fine enough to go tarough a wire 
mesh with holes not much larger than 
the point of a needle. It is now car- 
ried by water over tables covered with 
mercury, which catones the gold and 
allows the sand to go on. After this 
the refuse is treated to a bath of cyaniue 
of potassium and water. which takes up 
such gold as is left. The processes are 
about the game ag those used in our 
great mines of the west, and as a result 
practically all of the cold is saved. 

With the Assayers.

He then touched an 
electric button, swung a combination 
lock around five times, and threw open 
a safe out of which he pulled a great 
brick of pure gold. He dropped it on 
the counter and asked me to Hft &% I 
tried to do so, but failed, althoueh I 
might have succeeded had the brick 
been lying on the figgr instead at the 
height of my waist. It was a solid 
lump of bright yellow metal shaped like 
@ paving brick and perhaps two inches 
thicker. He put it on the scales, and 
showed me that it weighed over sev- 
enty pounds. He said that its value 
was $!180.000. In the same vault I was 
shown other bricks which ran up to 
more than one million dollars, 

During my conversation with the as- 
sayer I asked him how the gold was 
sent to London. He replied: 

“It all goes on the cars from here to 
Cape Town and thence by the mail 
eteamers to Southampton. The ship- 
ments are made every Monday in order 
that the trains may reach the Cape 
tor the ship sailing Wednesday.

A New, Original and Perfect Identification System 


ERHAPS no organization ever formed in this country accom- 
P plishes a greater good, offering so much for so little, as the Na- 
tional Identification Bureau, of Atlanta, Ga. It is a new and 
original way of identifying individuals; also articles of every descrip- 
tion. The system is practical and the cost nominal. The benefits re- 
ceived are ofttimes invaluable. The following is a partial description 
gathered from a booklet to be issued by the National Identification 
Bureau. 

This Bureau is organized for the special and specific purpose of 
mutual benefit and protection to its members, and the benefits 
to be derived are so numerous, and its application and use is 
so general that the public cannot obtain a correct idea of its general

Directors, and engaged and contracted for efficient help, and gone to 
large expense to give its members all the benefits possible to be en- 
joyed, and afford them all the protection from fraud that any and all 
Organizations do not cover. : 

The general application of identification is a new feature, which 
no registry system in existence, up to date; has endeavored or claimed 
to do, and where a person can get a system so complete, not only for 
identification, but for information, which cannot be 
obtained as quickly or as accurately as this Bu- 
d reau can give, that person or individual is extreme- 
an : ly fortunate who is accepted as a member of this 
Identifies Bureau, and the worth and merits cannot be had 
; from any other organization today. The Bureau 
is in a position to offer more for the yearly dues than all 
other systems combined, and it is simply folly to ignore a 
proposition so useful for so small a sum. The yearly dues are less 
than two cents a week, and what father or mother would not give 
$5.00 per week to get back a lost child, or what anguish a parent 
would escape if they knew their child had an identification mark on 
its wearing apparel, or in a locket or bracelet by which its parents 
could be known? 

The Bureay not only identifies the member, but his whole family, 
under one number. The Bureau issues to you a certain number and 


Informs 


letters, and in such form that you can readily mark every article of: 


wearing apparel of the family, which serves for a Laundry and 
Pressing Club mark, which prevents them from getting mixed or 
misplaced or lost. All the Laundry has to do is to call the Bureau 
over the ‘phone and inquire who the number and letters belong to, 
and the Bureau can tell them by their records who the owner is and 
where he or she lives. 

The Bureau will have a Branch Office in every principal city 
and town in the United States, and any article of household goods, 
watch, jewelry or anything else you have this number on, can be iden- 
tified anywhere there is a branch office. 


You go to a city, town or place where you are not known, the 
branch office will be your friend and will gladly identify you or give 
you any information they may have, and if any of your family get 
hurt or happen te any misfortune and identification become necessary, 
the Bureau will identify them as one of your family, if you have been 
prudent enough to furnish them with a‘card with your number, or 


placed it upon some article he or she carries, or on his or her clothing. 


You are in a strange city or town, and an officer places you under 
arrest for some other person, which frequently occurs, the Bureau is 


your friend and will satisfy any officer in the world of his error if he” 


has made one. If we can, from our records, satisfy the law, we can 
identify you at any bank for a money transaction. 

You visit a friends stop at a hotel, or restaurant, or any public 
place, or traveling as a passenger on a railroad, street car or other

The identification system is good for everybody, the Merchant, 
Lawyer, Doctor, Dentist, Minister, Mechanic, Carpenter, Farmer, 
Salesman, and can be applied to anything, and every individual. 
Landlords can number their houses. Tenants can hang their num- 
ber inside of the front door, or near the number on _ the 
house, and people passing along the street can find out, 
through the Bureau, the name of occupant and landlord; in fact, vou 
cant conceive of anything but what this system can be applied to. 
It covers the whole ground and is practically perfect, with no room 
for improvement. 


So much for the identification feature. 


Now you want to get into communication with a friend or rela- 
tive who has ceased to write, or you have lost their address; the

You, of course, state about what you want and how 
much you want to pay, and always give them as much time as possi- 
ble in order to get good accommodations, 


You go to a city or town, and the Bureau has axbranch. office 
there, all you have to do is to show your number or stamp and they 
will tell you anything about the city or town, direct you to public 
buildings, parks, churches, fair grounds and all places of note. 


The Bureau is your friend both at home and abroad, and the 
object and purpose is to help you out of difficulties and aid you in 
every way possible, and can be relied on for correct and accurate 


work. 
Cost organization which offers any more protection, 
I favors, help or information for the small sum of 
S $1.50 for the first year, which includes price of 
Small stamp, and $1.00, for each succeeding year, and 
anybody can pay this without feeling the loss.

he or she will have little chance to prevent detection or escape with- 
out punishment to the full extent of the law, as our system covers the 
United States and can be easily carried to any foreign country. A 
hint to those who know our meaning is sufficient. So give your cor- 
rect name and obtain the benefits rather than take a chance and 
be caught, which is sure and certain if you try any deception with us.

Washington, November 7.—President 
Roosevelt's views on southern repre- 
sentation in the house are given in a 
letter to Wyndham R. Meredith, presi- 
dent of the Virginia Bar Association, 
made public today.

‘Tl do not believe there is a single in- 
dividual of any consequence who seri- 
ously dreams of cutting down southern 
representation, and I should have no 
hesitation in stating anywhere and at 
any time that. as long as the election 
laws are constitutionally enforced with- 
out discrimination as to color, the fear 
that southern repgesentation in con- 
gress will be cut down is both idle and

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ON SITUATION 


Was Well Received Even by 
Adversaries 


Says He Will Lead No Longer, but 
Is Ready to Follow Some Other 
Leader in the Fight for 
the Principles He 
Espoused, 


Thomas E, Watson hag written the 

following after-election statement: 
' @Wdiitor OConatitution: In the speech 
made by me in Atlanta on the night of 
October 7, reference was imade to the 
Persecutions to which the reformer is 
Subjected. I alluded to many of the 
hardahips and humiliations which the 
populists had to endure in the nine- 
ties. To my eunprise, the press of the 
country reported that part of my 
speech as areference to the present 
year. It will not be out of place, 
therefore, for me to seek to correct 
that impression. 

During the campaign which closed on 
the night of November 2, I traveled 
Over every portion of the state, going 
alone, night and day, meeting all sorts 
of people, singly and in crowds, with- 
out being disrespectfuly treated any- 
where. More than once I enjoyed the 
hospitality of democrats, who earnest- 
ly invited me to their homes; and on 
several occasions I was introduced to 
the audience by democrats, ‘who were 
@s generous in their allusions to me 
@s any populist could desire. 

As to the newspapers—some of them 
were outrageously abusive as well es 
unfair. It seams to me a very strange 
thing that daily papers which would 
Dulbish everythi that Mr. Roosevelt 
wrote against Bryan, and everything 
which Taft spoke against him, whould 
have refused to publish my speeches, 
in which I tmpartially attacked both 
Taft and Bryan. The Atlanta Consti- 
tution was the only dafly in this state 
which was generous enough, after the 
campaign was under way, to carry @& 
full speedh of mine, free of charge. 
Tne Atlanta Joumnal refused to 
print my speech on any terms, 
and, of course, 1 was denied any 
hearing through its qolumns, Inasmuch 
as the speeches of both Bryan and Taft 
were regularly published by the Geor- 
gia papers, which excluded mine, both 
Bryan and Taft had a tremendous ad- 
vantage over me in that respect, as in 
So many ofhers. 

My purpose in confining my speeches 
to my own state was precisely that 
Which was stated: I only made about 
forty of them, but in each the au- 
dience was impressed as deeply as it 
was in my power to do it with the idea 
that the south would never regain the 


prestige, power and prosperity which 
was her's ibefore the civil war until | 
she reasserted her political independ- 
ence. PRIOR TO THE CIVIL, WAR 
THR SOUTH ALWAYS HAD THE 
PRESIDENCY OR THD VIQE PRESI- 
DENCY, AND SOMETIMES HAD 
BOTH AT THE SAME TIME. Thowe 
were the days in which Virginia held 
the proud title of ‘the mother of 
Presidents;” those were the days in 
which the south furnished two out of 
the three statesmen who rwere called 
“the great trio;’” those were the days 
in whidh Henry Clay, of Kentucky, or 
John €. Calhoun, of South Carolina, 
controlled the tariff sentiment of the 
country, and Robert J. Walker, of Mis- 
Sissippi, wrote the best tariff law that 
this republic ever had. Those were 
the days in which southern men dic- 
tated tire financial policy of the gov- 
ernment. Benton, of Missouri, and John 
Forsyth, of Georgia—congressiona] lieu- 
tenants of Andrew Jackson, the presi- 
dent—won the great battle against the 
national banking tsystem. Andrew 
Jackson paid off the public debt, and 


instead of handing over the § federal 
surplus to national banks to be put out 
at usury, divided that, surplus among 
the states which had paid it into 
the treasury. Those were 
days when two rival white parties 
contended with each other for the sup- 
port of each southern state. The lead- 
ers of both of these white parties, whig 
and democratic, had tg come before the 
people, expound their doctrines and 
each voter. 
Bach southern state was then like some 
beautiful damsel whose hand is a prize 
sought by two ardent suitors: conse- 
quently each southern state was treat- 
ed with the most distinguished consid- 
eration. 

The civil war left us burdened with 
the negro question. The fear of negro 
domination, in case the twhites should 
divide into two political parties, has 
been the club with mwhich our political 
the other side of Mason 
and Dixon’s line have ciubbed us irto 
submission to candidates who were ob- 
jectionaible and to policies which were 
most <dinjurious. There has been a 
monopoly of political power in the 
hands of the democratic party in the 
south, and hike all monopolies, it has 
been abused. 

We are treated by democrats of other 
sections ag if we ‘belonged to them. We 
get No more consideration at their 
hands than a serf in tne olden times 
got from his lord. Bryan's convention 
at Denver not only insulted the Geor- 
gia delegation and the whole south by 
that playing of ‘Marching Through 
Georgia,’’ but they hissed ang nooted 
down the delegate who rose to suggest 
that the name of Robert E. Lee be 
mentioned by the convention jin terms 
equally as laudatory as had been used 
with reference to Abraham Lincoln. 
Mr. Bryan refused to allow the south 
to have the vice presidency. The south

The protective syétem, the exemption 
of accumulated riches from federal tax- 
ation, the national panking £¥ stem, the 
violation of our constitution by the 
Britian gold standard, a transportation 
system which gives to a few railroad 
kings the power to wring tribute from 
the people upon $6,000,000,000 or $8,000,- 
000,000 of watered stock, the existence 
of trusts on every hand, throttling com- 
petition and selling to foreigners Amer- 
ican goods cheaper than we can buy 
them—this is the Hamiltonian program 
to which Mr. Taft stands committed.

In voting for the 
measure, in spite of its cruelty to tie 
south, General Wheeler furnished 4 
striking example of the partisanship 
which puts party above principle. 

The tariff jaw under which we now 
live is far worse than that which Gen-. 
eral Wheeler denounced. The Dingley 
bill is perhaps the ugliest, deadliest 
monstrosity of the class legislation 
that ever cursed a people. To the south 
it is simply destructive. 

Yet the heavy vote given to Taft in 
the southern = states proves that 
many of our Dusiness men either 
not understand how southern 
markets are demoralized by the Ding- 
ley law, or that they are deriving some 
personal benefit from it which causes 
them to ignore its disastrous effect up- 
on the general run Of our people. 

Our situation is intolerable. These 
diabolical class laws are feeding a 
spirit of desperation among the com- 
mon people. The infamous legislation 
upon which the tobacco trust was 
built is directly responsible for the 
night riding which has desolated some 
of the fairest regions of our section; 
and the manner in which our class 
laws cooperate to Keep down the price 
of cotton is making a terribly danger- 
ous gituation for all of us, 

When night riding runs like a prai- 


‘rie fire over the cotton belt, woe unto 


our people. The night riders of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee have been keep 
ing in power the two Hamiltonian 
parties which give the tobacco trust 
the special legislation which cuts out 
competition. The cotton growers are 
responsible for the condition in which 
they find themselves. They have been 
voting into power the democratic party 
or the republican party, blind to the 
fact that the beneficiaries of special 
privilege control both. ‘ 

From neither of the two Hamiltoni- 
an parties can the south hope for re. 
lief. Taft was backed by the steel 
trust and Bryan by the tobacco trust, 
and it is hard to say from which of 
these insatiable corporations the south 
suffers most. 

In the organization of a new party, 
devoted to the principles of Jefferson, 
lies our only hope. The Bryan-Haskell- 
Taggart-McCarren-Murphy democracy 
offers no relief. 

The populist name may not be tol. 
erable to thousands who at heart be- 
lieve that we are right. It may be nec- 
essary to organize the real democrats 
under the name of “Jeffersonians.” 

Somebody ought to begin such a 
movement and lose no time in doing 
so. I myself have been go lied about, 
misunderstood and discredited, that I 
am not the proper leader for such a 
party, but I stand ready to give the 


best that’s tn me to make such a 


movement successful.

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Completion of Canal Will Be 
Delayed Several Years 


GOETHALS DENIES STORY 


Story Comes From a Newspaper Cor- 
respondent.— Change of Plans 
Made Necessary, It Is- 
Alleged by the Cor- 
respondent, 


Naw Orleans, La., November 7.—Tne 
Picayune prints this morning a etaff 
Special from ‘Colon, Paname, to the ef- 
fect that a subterranean leke under the 
site of one of the proposed big locks of 
the Paname canal at Getum will result 
in a delay of several years in com- 
pleting the canal, and a mich larger 
outlay of money than at first an- 
tloipated. 

According to The Piticayune’s corre- 
spondent, the discovery of the lake has 
been kept a secret, and that those en- 
gineers who knew of the discovery of 
the lake decline to discuss tne matter 
during the abgence of Colonei Goe- 
thals, who is at present in Washing- 
ton. 

This has brought about a change in 
the plans, according to the correspond- 
ent, which consists of the removal of 
two of the three locks fram Gatun ‘fo 
Bohio, and the construction of two 
dams and a double lift in place of one 
dam and three lifts. 

“When the minority report of the 
canal engineers was submitted to con- 
gress,’ he says, ‘the dam at Gatun was 
recommended. This dam gives a 
depth of 66 feet of watér in the lake 
from Gatun straight on through the 
canal. Such a depth of water was sur- 
ficient to allow a safe channel over the 
rolling ground between Bohio and Ga- 
tun, but deduct 58 feet of water from 
this lake and there will be places re- 
maining, which will not furnish the 45 
feet of water, the minimum depth of 
the channel must show. ‘Therefore, it 
will be necessary to set out a line of 
Steam shovels in this stretch, which 
measutres about eight and a half miles 
in length. There ere other Places in 
the stretch which will require no ex- 
cava tion. 

“All this work will add to the 
length of time for constructing the 
waterway, and will add a cost which 
has not been figured, for with a dam 
at Gatun lifting the water 30 feet only, 
and another dam at Bolhio, which will 
give an additional 55 feet of water, 
there will be many more years tacked 
On to the original estimates made by 
Colonel Goethals and his assistants 
some time ago.” 

Colonel Goethals Denies. 

New York, November 7.—Colonel Goe- 
thals, chairman of the tsthmian cana! 
commission, declared today that the 
report fram New Orleans that a _ sub- 
terranean lake discovered under the site 
of the proposed locks of the Panama 
canal at Gatun will cause several years’ 
delay, and great additional expense in 
the project, is “a@bsolute rot.” 

He added: 

“This is a good example of the per- 
sistent attempts at sensational fakes 
made in the canal zone by enemies of 
progress there. 

“The only possible basis for such a 
Story is the discovery, some time ago, 
during a wurvey for the locks, which 
are to connect Gatun lake with the 
canal, of some cavernous limestone for- 
mations in the vicinity of San Pablo 
and twenty miles from the dam. which 
holds the 164 square miles of lake. 
Water flows in and out of the so-termed 
cavenns, Dut they are no factor in the 
construction one way or the other.” 

Colonel Goethals sailed for the isth- 
mus thés afternoon. 


Washington Denies Story. 

Washington, D. C., November 7.—The 
report that a subterranean lake had 
been discovered peneath the sites of 
the looks at Gatun, on the Tethmue of 
Panama, was given no credence at the 
offices of the isthmian canal commis- 
eion here today. There are in tits 
city complete records of the borings 
that have been made at Gatun, show- 
ing that over 1,000 such borings, cov- 
ering ‘the area of which will form the 
foundation for the locks, have been 
made with ‘tthe result that rock has 
been struck at all points, and in some 
cases, bored into to a depth of 200 feet 
to determine its exact character. It is 
believed iby canal officials here that the 
information concerning the materia! 
that will ‘be encountered at the foun- 
dation of the locks has been «o 
thoroughly studied that there is no pos- 
sibility of any subterranean hake ex- 
isting there. 

The report that there has been recent 
chage of plans of the canal to conform. 
with the changed conditton brought 
about by the discovery of the subter- 
rean lake. it is stated, brands the story 
as without foundation, as no change off 
Plan could take place without the ap- 
proval of congress, the president, and 
the secretary of war, the present plans 
having been approved by them In 1906. 

No recent report recelved at head- 
quarters of the commission here in any 
way suggests the necessity for a 
change of the commission’s plans.

FAILURES IN OCTOBER. 


Compiled by R. G. Dun 
& Co. 


New York, N@vember 7.—Commerciu 
failures in the United States during 
the month of October were 1,187 in 
number and $16,898,668 in amount OF 
defaulted indebtedness,according to s(a- 
tistics compiled by R. G. Dun & Co. 
This is a slight increase in number 
as compared with the 1,139 defaults in 
the corresponding month last year, but 
there is a striking reduction in liabi!- 
ities, which amounted to $27,414,990 In 
October, 1907. This improvement oc- 
curred very largely in the manufactur- 
ing dfvision, where 292 failures for 
$7,142.38! compare with 330 defaults 
last year involving $12,766,068. Trad- 
ing failures this year were 840 in num- 
ber and 86,190,162 in amount against 
761 failures with liabilities of $6,210.- 
789 last year. There were 53 oth2r 
commercial failures withthe HNabilities 
of $2,666,125, against 48 similar su:'- 
pensions in 1907, when the amount in- 
volved was $8,438,133. Banking fai'- 
ures numbered 12, with liabilities of 
$4,362,744, which !s significant when 
compared with the 31 failures last year 
that involved over $8,000,000. 
Comparison of the manufacturing 
failures in October with those of the 
corresponding month last year, accord- 
ing to the various occupations, shows 
that in only four of the fifteen classes 
were Habilities larger than a year ag”. 
and in only one of thess was tne 
change of importance. An increase of 
over $40,000 appears in liabilities ‘n 
the leather industry, but this was 
wholly due to a single failure for 
600,000. On the other hand many ot 
the sub-divisions report Striking im- 
se rt a oe seer tre piappnoe man. 
ufacturing class liabilities decre: 
$2,600,000; in lumber and slauuiners 
about $1,000,000 each; in glass ana 
earthenware over $700,000, and in clotn- 
ing about the same. In most of the 
remaining manufacturing occupatio's 
there were decreases of $100,000 or 
more. Little change appears in ‘he 
number of manufacturing failures, every 
section reporting some in each year. 
with the miscellaneous the most nu- 
merous and lumber and clothing nex: 
in number at about 40 each. tn the 
class including milling and bakers 
there Was an increase of, ||, while in 
clothing a decrease of 13 occurred. 
These are the largest changes in the 
comparison of number of manufactur.

Trading failures were almost identi- 
cal with last year’s in the size of tota!

Thus again, the Ex-Gov- 
ernor leads the way In progressive 
laws for the workingmen of the coun- 
trv, as there is little doubt that other 
states will enact similar laws in favor 
of the toilers. 

[x-Governor Douglas, who himself 
provided the large guaranty fund re- 
quired for the establishment of the in- 
Surance department of the bank, was 
unable to be present at the opening.

follows: 

“To the Trustees of the People’s Sav- 
ings Bank of Brockton: 

“The system of savings bank in- 
Surance and old age annuities has 
been made possible by the co-operation 
of progressive manufacturers and 
other public-spirited citizens with the 
Massachusetts State Branch of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
hundreds of labor unions. 

“Collier’s Weekly. in a recent issue, 
said: ‘No movement in America has 
greater actual value than the Massa- 
chusetts experiment in savings bank 
insurance.’ It was with a like convic- 
tion of the vast in.portance of this 
movement that I joined with organized 
labor and others in an effort to secure 
the necessary legislation, and was de- 
sirous that our bank might be the first 
to pledge itself to establish an In- 
surance and Annuity Department. This 
movement will prove of national sig- 
nificance. It aims to complete’ the in- 
dependence of the American wage- 
earner by securing him, besides cheap- 
er life insurance, an adequate provision 
for his old age. Every industrious 
Wwage-@arner is entitled to look 
forward to an old age of financial in- 
dependence, just as much as the busi- 
ness man or the professional man. The 
cost of making such a provision is a 
part of the dally cost of living, as 
much as rent, food. or clothing. No 
wage is a ‘living wage’ which does not 
permit the workingman to make this 
necessary’ provision for the future, and 
any workingman who having wages 
sufficient fails to make this provision, 
is not supporting himself, but is shift.

OF FOOTBALL IS PLAYED 


, Methods of Offense and Defense Described, Style of Play, 
Positions of Players and Scoring 
of Points. 


By J, Ww. 


_ So many people nowadays go to foot- 
ball games, and so many like the game 
yet don't really know how it is played, 
and so many would enjoy it much bet- 
ter if they but understoood something 
of the game, and so many more would 
@o to the games if they only under- 
€tood even a little bit about it, that 
{t's plain some one must take a day 
off and explain some of the simpler 
points, It’s true anyone can get a 
much fuller running description of the 
@ame with full rules, comments and 
other instructive reading matter 
in the regular ruvie book  obtain- 
@ble at any sporting goods store for a 
dime, but people never think of the 
thing when down town, or they haven't 
time, or they won't want to bother. 
Anyway, enough ask for some explana- 
tion to make it clearly worth while. 

In the first place, then, the fleld is 
330 feet long and 160 feet wide, and 
the Jast white line at either end is the 


goal line of the team which has their 
backs turned to it. The general ob- 
ject of each team of eleven men is to 
eet or put the ball beyond the oppo- 


ments’ goal line. This may be done 
either by strategem or force, within the | 
rules of the game, of course. 

Four Methods of Play. 


Now, football is an intricate and very 
technical game, as games go, and it; 
®uffices to say here that there are four , 
general methods of play which a team | 
relies upon to advance the baH nearer 
and nearer toward opponents’ goal line. 
These are: the kicking game, the pass-, 
ing game. the end running game and} 
the bucking game. To a greater or less, 
extent alj teams pay attention to all! 
these methods of offensive play, and 
@ome cultivate the one style of attack 
as much as any other style. Such 
teams have a well-rounded attack, and 
if they find themselves failing in the 
one form of offensive operations they | 
still have three other styles to fall: 
back on. This would seem to be the | 
most sensible way to prepare a team, 
for a season’s work, inasmuch as it! 
often develops in a game that appo-| 
ments are particular strong in defend- | 
ing against the one principal form of | 
attack that has been developéd and) 
then a team must lose out, having no. 
other style of attack to fall back upon. | 
Still. many teams make a specialty of | 
One or two methods and practice most | 
assiduously on these until they have | 
developed them to such a degf®e of! 
perfection that it is well-nigh impos- 
sible to, stop it. 

The problem of defense fs, naturally. 
almost as scientific and quite as impor- 
tant as the offense. And a team must 
be coached as carefully in the matter 
of stopping any one form of attack as 
any other; on defense they must be 
up on the best method of meeting all 
forms of attack whether they aTre up 
On the various forms of making the 
@ttack themselves or not. ; 

Toattempt here to give the @tightest 
®utline of the intricacies of attack and 
defense, the formations, the theories, 
the plays, and their details would be to 
go over the whole subject of coaching, 
and that wide subject is one I never 
find time fn an entire season to cover 
completely with a football team. § It| 
is said that in an ordinary-sized. law- | 
yer’s library of 500 volumes are to be | 
@ound 2,000,000 points of law. The 
coaching of football team doesn’t total 
quite that many details. but I have no 
coaching of a footbal! team doesn’t total 
@umber of points and details to be 
gone over even once in the complete 
coaching of a football eleven and sub- 
atitutes will amount to at least 40,000. 
The reader, I am sure, will excuse me. 

How Game Starts. 


The game starts, as every one knows, 
by the ball being kicked off at the’ 
center of the’field by one team or the 
other, the proper team befng determin- 
ed by flipping a coin. The length of 
tne halves of a full game is thirty-five 
minutes each. but they may be, and 
generaliv are, less than that by mu- 
tual agreement. The winner of the 
toss has such considerations in his 
mind as whether his team will have to 
face sun, wind, up-hill, ete. If he is 
to kiek the bail off, his team lines it- 
self out across the field with the idea 
of sending as many men as possible 
down under the kick to pin opponents 
as near to their own goal as possible, 
after catching the ;ball, while those 
same opponents spread themselves over 
their half of the field of play in a sys- 
tematic manner s0 as to cover every: 
section of that half of. the fleld to 
which the ball may go. The ball is 
kicked, is caught, is rushed back as 
far as possible, and the game is on. 

Scrimmage Begins. 


As soon as the runner (technically, 
the runner is only the one man who 
fs carrying the ball) is down or his 
forward progress is stopped while in 
the hold of a tackler, the ball is dead, 
and the teams line up and face each 
other for a scrimmage. The.team that 
has possession of the ball must have at 
least six men on that line of scrim- 
mage, while the defensive team may 
have as many cr as few as they like, 
though none of them must be over or 
beyond the imaginary scrimmage line 
which rung through the ball paralle! 
to the goal lines. If any such or other 
rul_s of the game are broken, a foul 


o= 


Heisman. 


has been committed, and all fouls are 
punishable by penalties, most of them 
consisting of Joss of territory, i. e., the 
ball is advanced or set back, accord- 
ing to which team it was that com- 
mitted the foul. the one in possession 
of the ball or the one not in posses~ 
sion. 

Other rules are that players on the 
attacking side (the team having the 
ball) are not permitted to be in mo- 
tion before the ball is put in play; 
neither are they allowed to use their 
hands or arms in pushing the opponents 
(foul interference) out of the way; 
they may block their opponents off 
and prevent them from getting at their 
own runner with the ball by blocking 
with the body—usually with the shoul- 
der—only. The defending team, on the 
other hand, gnay use their han@s and 
arms as freely as they like in frying to 
break through and get at the man 
with the ball. Another rule is that the 
man who first gets the ball from the 
snapper, usually the quarter back, may 
not run forward with the ball unless 
he goes out 5 yards on one side or the 
otner from where it was snapped. A 
similar rule governs, by analogy, the 
making of forward passes, all of which 
to be- legal must be made so as to 
eross the scrimmage line at least 5 
yards from the center of the rush 
line. There are dozens of other im- 
portant rules, but the reader must be 
referred to a rule book for the re- 
mainder. 

Ten Yards to Gain. 


Now, the team which has possession 
of the ball begins its attack. They 
have three trials in which to gain 10 
yards. If they succeed in accomplish- 
ing this feat, they are permitted to 
retain possession of the ball to try the 
whole process over again. and that 
State of affairs continues just as long 
as they are able to negotiate the re- 
quired !@ yards in three successive or 
less triale. Of course, if they gain that 


| distance, or more, in less than three 


trials, say, in one or two, it. becomes 
first down again immediately after they 
have madet he distance, and they have 
three more trials to make these !0 
yards. In case they fail at any stage 
of their attack to make these’ 10 yards 
in the three successive trials, they 
forfeit the ball to the other side, which 
promptly undertakes to accomplish the 
Same thing. If a team can thus man- 
age to retain possession of the ball 
until they finally succeed in shoving it 
clear over, beyond or across their op- 
ponents’ goa] line. they have scored a 
touchdown, counting them five points, 
and further, entitling them to a trial 
at kicking the goal, which, if success- 
ful, nets them one point more, and 
then the ball is put back in the center 
of the field, and play begins all over 
again. 

All within the rules, of course, a team 
having the ball tries forward passes as 
a method of advancing the ball as well 
as by bucks, end runs and tricks. It’s 
dangerous and costly if it fails; but 
it's & golq mine when it pans out right- 
ly. Again, a team decides at various 
Stages of the game that it stands little 
snow of completing the required ten 
yards, having perhaps made two at- 
tempts already without gaining any- 
where near the 10 yards, and so they 
decide they hag better kick the bal) as 
far down the field and away from their 
own goal as possbbie, for, tf they make 
a third running or bucking attempt and 
fail to make up the@@¥€l of 10 yards, 
they will lose possessipn of the ball to 
their opponents, and perhaps very near 
their own goal line at that. So the 
team’s best kicker puts his foot into 
it for as great a distance as possible 
while his end rushers fiy down the field 
to tackle the catch and prevent him 
from bringing it back any appreciable 
distance. Should the would-be catcher 
fumbje the ball after touching it these 
Same end rushes or any of the kicker’s 
side may fall on the ball, or, by re- 
cent legislation, they may recover the 
ball immediately after it hag struck 
tne ground. The enq rushers are first 
down the field, for the reason that the 
remainder of the linemen must ysually 
pause a@ moment in the rush line to 
block their opponents so they shall not 
break through too rapidly and block the 
kick. After nearing the sound of the 
kick they drop their opponents and also 
fly down the field to help out the end 
rushers. 

Thus ‘n+ game see-saws up and Jown 
the field until the second half is over, 
and the team that jas amassed the 
greatest total of points in both halves 
is deciared the winner. 

Goal From the Field. 


A goal from the field is another meth- 
od of scoring points, and it counts four. 
It happens much more infrequently than 
the touchdown. Briefly, it is a kick 
from bening a scrimmage line, which 
g0es between the posts and above the 
bar, and may be made by either a drop 
Kick or a place kick, but cannot be 
made by a punt, which latter is kiak+ 
ing the ball by dropping it from the 
hands and meeting it with the foot be- 
fore it reaches the ground. In the drop 
kick tne kicker letg itefall all the way 
to the ground ang kicks it at the very 
instant that it starts to rebound from 
he earth. In the place kick the bal] 
is held on the ground by one of the

upon here but it is obvious that if the , 


ball were in the possession of one of 
the attackers of that goal and he and 
the ball were both behind the goal line 
of the opposing team it would ordinarily 
be a case of touchdown (6 points) and 
not a safeiy. 

Some General Rules. 

If -a team in possession of the ball 
kicks the ball over or beyond tae scrim- 
mage line ang there recovers it law- 
fully it is again first down for that tear 
with three more trials in which to 
make 10 yards, and that whether “10 
yards have been gained in the three 
preceding scrimmages or not. Tne idea 
4s that by having kicked the ball be- 
yond the scrimmage line they have 
given their opponents a fair and equal 
chance of gaining possession of it and 
if, notwithstanding, they have them- 
selves recovered it they ougat to be 
entitled to the reward of a first down. 

Forward Passes. 

Forward passes may only be made by 
men who were back of the scrimmage 
line when the ball went into play, and 


they can only be caught by such or by) 


men who were playing on the ends of 
the rush line at the instant it went into 
play. Also, the ball must not strike 
the ground before being caught, nor if 
touched and then fumbled may it be 
recovered by any other player of that 
team than the man who first touched 
it. Furthermore, the pass must cross 
the scrimmage line at least five yards, 
either to the right or the left of where 
the snapper stood when he snapped 
the ball. Not more than one forward 
pass may be made per scrimmage, and 
none at all may be made by the team 
that was not in possession of the ball 
@héen it first went into play at the be- 
ginning of that scrimmage, no matter 
that they may have obtained complete 
possession of it by a fumble or other 
means or not. Violation of any of 
these rules arte punishable by loss of 
territory or, in some cases, by toss of 
the ball itself. 
Hurdling. 


Hurdling, which is prohibited, is 
jumping over a man with both feet 
foremost at the same time, mere step- 
ping over a man or leaping over him 
with one foot front and the other back 
is not prohibited. 

Off-Side. 


There is no heinous crime connected 
with being off-side; it is generally an 
accident gure and simple. The same 
may be said as to most of the fouls 
usually occurring, such as failure to 
conform to any of the forward pass 
provisions, unintentional interfering 
with a fair catch, failure to have six 
men on the scrimmage line, when due 
to some player being merely late in 
lining up, and accidental starting be- 
fore the ball is put in play. In other 
words, foul play seldom means dirty 
play in football; it simply means there 
has been a breach of some rule, which 
breach is generally purely accidental— 
most frequently unavoidable. Even foul 
interference is seldom the result of in- 
tentional misuse of the hands, gen- 
erally the offender is himself quite 
unconscious at the time that he is using 
his hands or arms. 

Tf the ball is kicked out of bounds 
it belongs to the other side at the spot 
where it went out. $ 

Football is the only game which has 
a provision against general unsporfs- 
man-like conduct. Of course profanity, 
abusive language and dirty playing? of 
all kinds are specifically provided 

No Foal Tackling. 


There is no longer any rule regagd- 
ine foul tackling; one may  tackje 
around an opponent's neck if, he likes, 
though it’s mighty poor football. 

Any player may tackle or buck just 
as hard as he likes. and it’s good foot- 
ball to go it hard—not dirty work. 

The man carrying the ball is the 
only player of the oyensive team who 
is allowed to use his hand and arm in 
avoiding or throwing out of the way 
players of the other side; it is generally 
by the use of “the stiff arm" that he 
exercises this right. 

A Punt-Out. 


A “punt-out” is the short kick which 
a player makes to the other members 
of his team out in the field of play 
after thew have scored a touchdown 
over at one corner of the field. The 
angle is 80 great if they attempted to 
kick goal from some spot on a line 
with where the touchdown was scored 
that the try would likely be missed. 
In such case they may punt it out to 
a point more directly in front of the 
uprights, and the ball, when caught by 
one of his own side, may then be kicked 
from this spot, ; 

Other Minor Points, 


Any man on 3 team has a right to 
run with the ball except the man who 
snaps it. 

The snapper could put the ball in 
play by kicking the ball forward in- 
stead of snapping it back, if he chose 
to do so; but in that case it would 
have to go ten yards into the oppo. 
nents’ territory before his side would 
again have the right to touch it. 

‘Interference’ ig the active assist. 
ance a runner’s team mates lend him 
by running along with or ahead of 
him and knocking the opponents out 
of his way, or blocking them off so 
they cannot. get at him to tackle him. 

The ball may be passed or batted 
backward toward his own goal by any 
player as often as he likes. 

If a man about to catch a kicked 
ball holds up his hand, it is a sign 
he is about to try for a “fair catch,” 
and the opponents may not then tackle 
touch or interfere with him in any way 
until he hag muffed the ball. On the 
other hand, if he so ¥ignals and then 
catches the ball he may not run with 
it on that same piay. 

As has before been said, the number 
of other points involved in the game 


is astonishingly great, and we cannot

LOST BLUE RIBBONS AT FAIR

The annual exhibit of woman's work, 
made at the recent state fair held in 
Atianta, was one of the best in the his- 
tory of previous state enterprises 
the kind. There were many features 
ineidents of the exhibit made by wom- 
en to indicate the value of the fair as 
medium for developing the industries 
in which Georgia women may profit, 
and the exhibit was inclusive not only 
of the specimens of handiwork and do- 
mestic art in the so-called woman's 
building, but of several imdividual ex- 
hibits ~made by women in the Agricul- 
tural bullding. 

Although the genera] exhibit was ex- 
Ceptionally good from a comparative 
standpoint, when one considers the 
number of women who through choice or 
necessity, earn money through their 
talents along various lines, there were 
too «few exhibits, and the general 
standard of them was not what it should 
have been. 

The judges had little difficulty in de- 
ciding where the ribbons should go, 
so markedly did the merits of the vari- 
ous specimens of handiwork manifest 
themselves. The exhibit, for instance, 
winning the blue ribbon for the best 
general display in lace and embroldery, 
was so very much better than the oth- 
ers competing that it seemed unjust to 
judge it in the same class with speci- 
mens taking the next. honors.

Manget was notdbly missing in 
the exhibits of many others, for in the 
cases of preserves, there was evidenced 
such an ignorance of cooking that im 
many cases tue preserved fruits could 
scarcely be distinguished from _ the 
canned fruits, and glass after glass of 
jelly. looking clear and pretty, would 
be found, on investigation, to be uncook- 
ed, ang badly congealed. in the plain 
things, especially was this ignorance 
visible, for although vastly better than 
last year, the breads Were not good 
as a whole, the rolls and biscuits were 
mediocre, and the tea cakes were not 
considered wortay of award, and no 
prizes were given those entered. Cu- 
cumber pickles met with the same fate, 
and the pies gid custards all indicated 
a deterioration in that branch of cull- 
nary art. The cakes showed a great 
improvement over last year, and wefe 
rapidly sold.
